Austin, Tex., March 80.— Slow pro- 
gress is being made In the double- 
header hearing before the Railroad 
Commissioners. The taking 
timony will not be completed for 
several days, at the present 
progress. Several railway ei 
and firemen were examined today in 
behalf of complaintants each of them 
testifying as to the extra amount of 
danger from the operation of two en- 
gines to one train. C. M. Majer, 
third vice master of the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Fireman, with head- 
quarters at Parsons, Kan., was on 
the stand for several hours. Counsel 
for the railroad broke down his tes- 
timony in all its material points. It 
was shown in his cross-examination 
that on the Atlantic division of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Sante Fe, 
where double-headers are In opera- 
tion, engineers and firemen pressed 
their applications for double-header 
runs. It was also shown that the 
real cause of complaint from the 
railway employes is that the opera- 
tion of double-headers throws large 
numbers of trainmen out of employ- 
ment by reducing the number of 
trains operated on a road. 

H. U. Mudge, of Topeka, Kan., 
general manager of the Atchison, 
Topeka and Sante Fe, stated that 
the running of double-headers was 
inaugurated on the Atchison system 
many years ago on the mountain di- 
-i Hh iiu n ; that the practice was ex- 
tended" to all parts of the system 
about a year ago. He made an ex- 
tended trip of Investigation over the 
Southern Pacific, the Great North- 
ern and other roads which operated 
double-headers priorto their general 
adoption by the Atchlsou, and his

The Sturgis Herald has the follow-

"The Boer-British war has been 
compared to the revolt of the 
American colonies by people who 
have been erroneously informed, 
or are willing at all hazards to 
condemn Britain,. V. is a rare 
thing that the" true cause of a 
great ffruf is generally known 
w'.nc it is being carried on. 
How the people stared at the 
British soldier w ho, upon his re- 
turn from quelling the Indian 
mutiny of 1857, informed them, 
in reply to the question, "What 
caused the rebellion?" that it 
WU something about the kind of 
grease they used on the cart- 
ridges.

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An Appeal to the Farmer*. 

The following has been given 
out by the census department: 

To build up a great office like 
the Census Office in fifteen 
months from absolutely nothing 
to an efficient machine, employ- 
ing about three thousand men in 
Washington and about fifty thou- 
sand elsewhere in the country, 
is a difficult task and entire suc- 
cess is out of the question. The 
office naturally compares itself 
with the stage of preparation at- 
tained at the same period ten 
years ago, and tried by this test, 
it has gained several months on 
its predecessor. One of the 
problems before it is how to put 
in the time thus secured in such 
a way as most to benefit the 
Census. 

In the Agricultural Division 
the need of time for preliminary 
work is perhaps as great as any- 
where in the Census Office. 
Farmers, as a class do not keep 
their accounts as well as manu- 
facturers. Mid the returns from 
farmers mav occasionally include 
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will at once detect. Hence the 
farm schedules must he examined 
and such errors corrected before 
the tables can be made up from 
them with safety. If a fanrer 
reports that his land sown to 
wheat was ten acres and the 
vield four thousand bushels, it is 

Blear that an aw*** yield of 

four hundred bushels to the |ftN 
is incredible, and must be re- 
jected or corrected in accordance 
with the probabilities. Some- 
times the truth emu be made out 
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tlier parts of the 
schedules; sometimes correspond- 
ence must be opened to settle the 
doubt. All this ranks under the 
general head of verifying the 
schedules, and the Agricultural 
Division plans to give all the 
time possible to the work of veri- 
fying each of the millions of farm 
schedules. To accomplish this 
in the time allowed, the work of 
several hundred clerks will be 
required, and they must have 
hard and fast rules to guide them. 
For example, they might be told : 
When the wheat reports show a 
produeloi' over forty bushels to 
the acre, they are suspicious and 
.must be laid nside for an expert 
to pass upon. But any such rules 
must vary with the section of 
the country. A yield of twenty 
bushels in one Motion might be 
more questionable than a yield 
of forty bushels in another. 
Hence the division must fix in 



advance what is the range of re- 
ports in each part of the country 
and for each crop that may be 
accepted as probable on their 
face and not requiring special 
examination. To get the limits 
of probability for this purpose 
for each county in the United 
States, that is,the maximum and 
minimum yield and the maxi- 
mum and minimum price which 
may be accepted without verifi- 
cation, is the object of an exten- 
sive correspondence now carried 
on by the Agricultural Division 
under the direction of Mr. L. G. 
Powers, Chief Statistician in 
charge of that division. 

Three simple schedules have 
been prepared and printed on 
different colored paper in order 
that they may be readily distin- 
guished one from another. One 
of them covers ordinary garden 
vegetable, a second covers fruits, 
and the third the great staple 
field crops. Each asks about the 
unitB of measure employed and 
the net price realized, and the 
two more important schedules, 
those for staple field products 
and for vegetables, ask for the 
highest and lowest yield of each 
crop per acre. These schedules 
are being mailed to prominent 
farmers all over the country and 
in many instances returns have 
already been received. When 
the returns have been received 
and tabulated, a scheme will be 
made from them of what is to be
